By and large, I am convinced that the tax-support- 
ed universities are as carefully administered and as 
economically conducted as any of the public tnstitu- 
tions of the Western nations, but we are, I think, 
coming to the end of a pioneer period in which state 
universities, having grown like mushrooms, may well 
subject themselves to self-surveys to find whether 
there may not be elements of over-organization and 
over-formalization in them which enter very much 
into thelr educational efficiency and financial cost 
at one and the same time 

I am frankly worried by the extent to which we 
carry up into college and university the same sort of 
formal courses and formal classroom procedures 
which we use in high schools, For one thing, the ex- 
tensive outlay of formal courses 1s expensive, and, in 
the second place, they are not in keeping with the 
freedom and independence that should mark the work 
of adults in universities 

If we could transform) our universities from the 
excessively formalized driil factories they may so easily 
become into centers of free and fairly independent 
adult study under the more informal guidance of a 
group of superior scholars, I Suspect we might raise 
the character and reduce the cost of our universities 
at one stroke
